SAFETY FOR MINES AND COAL PIT SHAFTS. 


Sir,—As if to illustrate the necessity of providing proper shafts and 
roper imperishable materials for them, as remarked in my two preceding 
letters in the Journal, two distressing accidents have occurred, one near 

Durham, at the Framwellgate Moor Colliery, from the shaft lining catch- 
ing fire, and the other heartrending and as loss of life from collapse 
of the shaft at the Llanfynydd Colliery, near Mold, Flintshire. Can any 
feeling man read the details of thedatter, and not seek a remedy or preven- 
tive for the future ? The failing of a few bricks, broken or rotten, in one 
of the rings was the evident cause of the accident, and no doubt there will 
yet be more defective bricks that are not to be relied on for such heavy 
strains by collapse; but I see a shaft has recently been built up at Clay 
Cross Colliery Works 130 yards deep and 10 ft. clear diameter of shaft, in 
brickwork 9-in. rims, containing 1560 rings of brickwork, each ring (of 
header bricks) being made with 85 bricks in the course, consequently about 
82,600 bricks used, on each of which a risk of slipping or crushing is in- 
curred. A shaft which will not slip or collapse, of imperishable material, 
is what is required to prevent future evils and accidents,

COLLIERY AND MINE SURVEYS. 


Sir,—Referring to the letter of Mr. Naysmith, in last weck’s Journal, 
on the use of the compass or dial for surveying, I agree with him that, 
after u surface plan is made, and the underground workings put on in con- 
nection with it, it is of the greatest importance to have two fixed points on 
the surface, by which the variation of one needle from time to time may be 
noted, or the variation of two different needles at the same time observed. 
It will be found most convenient to fix these two points due north and 
south, and in doing so the instrument should be placed far away from any 
source of attraction; it is not necessary to have fixed points underground 
as well, as the variation will be the same underground as aboveground, 
if no local attraction exists. 

In order to conduct undergtound surveys with the magnetic needle, it is 
requisite to remove away from the instrument all causes of attraction, and 
experience will point out how these may be avoided. In engine-planes it 
is found impossible to obtain correct magnetic bearings, from the attrac- 
tion caused by the reils, wire-ropes, sheaves, &c., particularly if the plane 
dips much; it is better under such circumstances to survey with an angular 
instrument, as the theodolite, and take the bearing by the needle of one 
or more of the lines, at points where attraction does not influence the needle. 
If a survey is required to be made by the needle between two given points, 
and there is a choice of two routes between them, one by an engine plane 
and the other by the waste workings, or some more circuitous roate, choose 
the latter, as though the sets may be short and the road rough, there will 
probably be no attraction to operate against the correctness of the survey, 
and it can be done a second time over to verify the first survey. 


different times, its change as to time is steady and progressive. It is stated 
in Mr. Chambers’s “ Treatise on Electricity and Magnetism,” that in the 
year 1660 there was no magnetic variation in London, the needle pointing 
exactly north and south; in the year 1800 it had deviated to the west up- 
wards of 24°, which is equal to nearly 1° variation in five years. From 
1815 to the present time the variation has been decreasing, moving to the 
eastward. ‘The diurnal variation arises from the action of the sun’s rays, 
this variation may be said to be the effect of light and darkness, and does 
not, I'think, operate in mines, as I have proved a needle pointing exactly 
in the same direction at different periods of the day. It is requisite to test 
the chain from time to time, that is best done by means of a staff, 
6 ft. 7 1-5ths in. long, each 10 links is carefully adjusted to this length: 
the whole may be further verified by a standard length of 66 ft. In read- 
inn off the lengths the chain should be kept in a horizontal position, and 
the surveyor is fortunate if he has a person to read off the chain correctly.

THE “LONG WALL” vy. “STALL AND PILLAR” SYSTEM, 


Sir,—The controversy which has ensued since the appearance of Mr. 
George Shepherd’s paper, of Aug. 30, has not much enlightened us as to 
the relative cost of working coal by long wall and the stall and pillar sys- 
tems, supposing each system to be practicable in a particular district. No 
doubt there are many situations wherethe long wall system is unsafe and 
impracticable, from the broken nature of the roof, softness of the coal, and 
great rise of strata. Nevertheless, I am inclined to believe that long wall 
work might be adopted more generally, from what I saw of the system 
on an inspection of Cannock Chase Colliery, in Staffordshire, in 1857. 
The shallow coal was 100 yards in depth, and averaged about 6} ft. thick; 
the lower 5 ft. of this was good coal, and was got by long wall; the upper 
18 in. was coarse, and was left for roof; the shale above forming a bad 
roof, about one-third of the top coal was afterwards obtained. ‘The pack- 
ing was made by building walls at certain distances from each other, which 
allowed the roof to settle down gradually, and was formed from the fallen 
shale, The gateways, about 80 yards apart, were made through this pack- 
ing; twostrong rows of props were used for supporting the roof at the face, 
which were shifted forward alternately as the packing was advanced; the 
rise of the seam was 3 in, per yard. The inflammable gas was produced 
principally from a thin seam of coal, about 6 ft. above the shallow coal, 
which, on the stone falling up to this seam, was given off and carried away 
by the current of air ventilating the face. From these observations I make 
the following deductions:—The lower 5 ft. of the coal seemed to be worked 
away entirely at one process. If the 18 in. of coarse coal were not left as 
roof, the seam could not be worked on this principle without great cost for 
timber. ‘There seems considerable danger, unless safety-lamps were used 
at the working place, from emission of inflammable gas from the thin seam 
of coal and the goaf behind, where a stream of air cannot have access, or 
be directed to it, in order to its being gradually carried away. The stall 
and pillar system has this advantage, that in the first working, where one- 
third, one-fourth, or a less proportion of coal is obtained, the gas is gra- 
dually drained off by properly directed currents of air, by means of brat- 
ticing and doors. The gateways being difficult to uphold through the 
packing in long wall, one or more permanent ways might be made, pro- 
perly defended by pillars of coal on each side, and adapted for any other 
purpose required. Icannot give the cost of working by long wall in this 
instance; if lower in any case, as compared with the stall and pillar sys- 
tem, it would have great weight with coalowners in causing its adoption, 
though there is generally considerable prejudice in introducing a new sys- 
tem of working.—Oct. 7. M. B. Garpyer, 


THE “STALL AND PILLAR” vy. “ LONG WALL” SYSTEM. 


Sir,—In my letter of last week I observe there is an error—the sum for 
agencies per week should be 4/. 17s, 1d., and not 32. 17s. 1d., as stated. 
It may be thought by some who have read my letters that [ am opposed 
to the working of the long wall system; such, however, is not the case, 
and my only reason for entering upon the present argument was the stigma 
cast upon Welsh colliery engineers by Mr. Shepherd, who evidently wished 
to make it appear that the cost per ton for working coal in Wales was 
almost twice as muchas in the districts he then named; but, as I have clearly 
shown it to the contrary, I think that part of the argument may be put 
aside. I observe another opponent in the field, who, I mast say, has taken 
& most sensible view of the argument, and put some most reasonable ques- 
tions on the practical working of the two systems. He says, ‘* No com- 
parison can be made between the two systems of working, unless the coal | 
and overlying and underlying strata were exactly similar in each case.” 
I, in a former letter, called Mr. Shepherd’s attention to this same argu- 
ment, when I wished him to visit a colliery, either in South Wales or the 
North of England, where the two systems are worked in the same col- 
liery, and on the same seam of coal. Then, I say, a just comparison might 
be made, and not otherwise. I also said that the two systems were good in 
their respective places, which any person acquainted with mining in different 
localities must know. 

I believe the long wall system, when worked under a good roof, is the 
cheapest; but in such fiery seams as there are in the Aberdare district, Mr. 
Shepherd, or anyone else, however experienced, would find it more diffi- 
cult to properly ventilate this system than the pillar and stall. As the 
tramroads must traverse the goaf, and consequently a current of air must 
be made to pass through each of these roads or gateways, and not simply 
along the face of the coal, as it is done in the non-fiery districts, or explo- 
sions would be much more frequent with this system than with the pillar 
and stall. Another objection to working the coal on the long wall system 
is the diagonal cleavage of the coal, which cleavage frequently extends into 
the overlying strata, and, consequently, when the coal is taken away up to 
such cleavage the roof breaks short over the coal head, and thus spoils 
the working of the system. ‘There are seams, too, in the Aberdare dis- 
trict (the nine-feet for instance) in which any man in his senses would know 
it to be utterly useless to attempt the long wall system, I see Mr. Shep- 
herd has put another face, as he fancies, on this argument, but by this 
proves again that he is not so experienced as he would wish us to believe, 
He has evidently read a paper by Mr. Waring, of Neath, on the applica- 
tion of machinery to the working of coal. Mr. Waring says, “‘ The stoop- 
ing or lying position in which the collier is usually obliged to work is 
most unfavourable for the application of muscular force, and renders his 
labours unusually severe,” &c. Now, were not Mr. Shepherd evidently a 
novice in coal mining, he would have known that the most of a long 
wall collier’s work is done in the stooping or lying position. This evi- 
dently proves that Mr. Shepherd does not know what he is writing about, 
and I am afraid it is a bootless task to try and get anything better from 
him; I hope, therefore, that your correspondent, ‘‘ V.,” will give us the in- 
formation he promises from the county of Durham in next week’s Journal, 
and I, with your leave, will give what has come under my observation in 
this county, and also the county of Durham, at a future time, And if 
Mr. Shepherd thinks proper he may again sound his horn in favour of the 
district he so highly favours with his support.

Smr,—If Mr. Naysmith can pay all the agencies, rents, stationery, dis- 
counts, taxes, and other contingencies a colliery is subject to, out of 1d. 
per ton, Mr. Naysmith must be a phenomenon indeed. Mr. Naysmith 
states I have only found fault with the 1d. per ton for “ agéncies;” he 
seems to have omitted “‘ headings’”—what do they cost per ton? also fire- 
men, &c.; but, of course, all these expenses are nothing in the eyes of this 
astute junior. But let me make use of this 1d. per ton also, and see 
what I can do with it. I visited a colliery worked on the long wall system 
a week or two ago; the seam of coal, 5 ft. 6 in. in thickness, average roof 
300 yards to the face of the coal from the shaft, the charter-master’s con- 
tract price for the coal 2s, per ton, delivered either at railway or canal 
wharf, finding all his own tools—candles, pit timber, skips, horses, engine- 
men, and other materials for the work, the proprietor finding engine, pit- 
gear, and carriages. We have, then—charter price per ton, 2s.; rails, &c., 
3d.; royalty, 8d.; agencies, taxes, &c., 1d.—3s. per ton. The 1d. perton 
is Mr. Naysmith’s estimate, not more; the selling price, 8s. 1d. per ton. 
Out of every 100 tons of coal raised 85 per cent. are best coals, the re- 
mainder seconds and slacks; for the latter the charter-master gets nothing. 
It is the value of the coal after it is wrought to which I invite attention, I 
little about the cost of getting; the proprietor claims the slack as his 
property.

Si1r,—I have been much gratified with the perusal of certain letters that have ap- 
peared in the Journal during the last few weeks, signed “ A Cautious Man.” “ A burnt 
child dreads the fire,” and having smarted most severely from too rashly entering into 
mining speculations with parties whose honesty I had not ascertained before, I found 
myself involved in difficulties through trusting them too freely ; I was beginning to des- 
pair almost of success in such pursuits. Yet I firmly believed, and still do believe, that, 
as the “ Cautious Man” observes in the Journal of Sept. 13, “* Mining, when honestly 
conducted, is as legitimate a method of getting money as any other business, and with 
common prudence may be rendered just as safe, whilst the profits will at times be enor- 
mous.” With this conviction, I still persist in my attempts, but shall be very careful 
with whom I connect myself in my mining adventures. I am exceedingly glad to see 
your correspondent, the “ Cautious Man,” come honestly and boldly forward and lay his 
views before the public, as I am sure good results will follow. At the same time, with 
that strict impartiality that distinguishes the Journal, you freely open your columns to 
discuss both sides of the question, and last Saturday I read with pleasare the letter of 
“ Excelsior.” All such discussions help to lead the initiated, who no doubt form the 
majority of your readers, to form their plans with a little more wisdom, and, consequently, 
& better prospect of success. And I need not add that all your readers are well aware 
that the great object of the Journal is to support the interest of honest mining. “ Ex- 
celsior” speaks to the purpose and with truth when he says how brokers have to bear 
the attacks of those that are unfortunate.

MINING EXPERIENCE, AND “A CAUTIOUS MAN.” 


Srr,—I am sure that well-wishers of legitimate mining cannot help being obliged to 
“ A Cautious Man” for the very able way in which he bas from time to time related 
his various experiences, and also for the manner in which he has volunteered his advise 
and opinion respecting the mining adventures that have been brought under his notice. 
Of course, it is not to be expected that everybody will be pleased with his remarks, as 
we all kuow that there are here and there a few disreputable people who, for the sake 
of a trifling gain or commission, would not care what loss they entailed on those who 
trusted in them, and, therefore, I am not much surprised to see one or two start up in 
opposition to him, and deny the allegations that he has made, and endeavour to throw 
a slur upon his remarks, by stating that what he has written is rubbish, and that he is 
making “ Much Ado about Nothing.” 

I divide the mining fraternity into three classes—firstly, those brokers who induce 
their clients to invest in useless rubbish, purchasing the shares themselves at nominal 
prices, and retailing them out to those who &gto them for adyice at almost fabulous 
profits ; secondly, those who bring out mining speculations devoid of any hope of suc- 
cess, and merely for the sake of a clique of Geentore @intlustrie ; and, thirdly, those 
who bring out good undertakings, possessing evéry element of success, managed by re- 
spectable men, and started for the sole purpoge of benefiting the shareholders, and giving 
an impulse to légitimate business. With these latter, indeed, must also be classed those 
gentlemen who, having the discrimination and skill to qualify them for their 
position as advisers, give the public the benefit of their opinion and judgment, and, in 
very many instances, with the most profitable results. . 

It would serve no purpose that I can see to state individual instances of mistakes made 
by tyros when commencing'their career as speculators in British mines. Some, per- 
haps, possess natural qualifications which enable them almost intuitively to judge of the 
merits or demerits, of the probable success or non-success, of any particular adventure at 
a glance; others, on the contrary, allow themselves to be drawn, like a moth to a can- 
dle, into all manner of mythical concerns, without exercising an atom of prudence or 
common sense. But there is, I think,a strong desire on the part of the public to be 
better informed on this and similar subjects, by which means they will be enabled to 
exercise theirown judgment to a certain extent, and not give way quite so readily to 
the advice proffered apparently so disinterestedly by the most interested parties. 

I know of brokers who flourish and grow fat on their victims, who do their business 
(and their customers at the same time) by purchasing shares in worn-out mines to al- 
most any extent, at their own price, and selling them in small parcels, nicely distributed 
amongst country clergymen, old ladies, and retired housekeepers. An acquaintance of 
mine went into the office of ore of these gentlemen some time back, and overheard the 
following colloquy between an old clergyman, who had been struck very forcibly with 
the Idea that if he could only secure 300 or 400 per cent. profit in a few months it would 
be rather a clever piece of business, and the gentlemen who had inserted the advertise- 
ment in the country paper, and which had brought the clergyman up to London :— 

“ And you can really recommend these mining shares, Mr. ——, as being an exceed- 
ingly good investment.” 

BROKER (a very apt name, for I dare say he broke the old gentleman),—* I do indeed, 
Sir, most heartily recommend them, I have but a few shares left, and shall very soon 
dispose of them.” 

OLp GEenT.—“ Very well; as you sostrongly advise meto purchase them I will have 
100 shares, if you think you can make up that number.” 

Broker—* I will do my best to do so, Sir, and believe that you could not do better, 
especially as I have heard from the mine that they are digging nothing but solid ore, 
and the wagons can’t take it away fast enough.” 

Otp Gent.—“ Dear me! You don’t say so, Sir, I really am very much obliged for 
your good advice, I think, if lam not trespassing too much on your kindness, I should 
like 200 shares, instead of 100, if you thought you could obtain them.” 

Broker.—* I can’t promise positively that I may be able, but I will endeavour ; how- 
ever, I assure you, my dear Sir, that I believe you will possess a most extraordinary 
property shortly.” 

And so, of course, it turned out to be, and so the “ Victim ” found out when he had to 
pay calls unexpected and unprovided for, that his mine of “ solid ore” was a sham, and 
that the only thing he possessed was an exceedingly fine “ water privilege.” 

Another man exists who never had a mine in his office that ever came to anything 
good, and for the simple reason that they answer his purpose sufficiently well if he can 
get the public, by one means or another, tosubscribe for some shares, set the thing going, 
pay his extortionate charges and expenses, and then in six months “ wind up the con- 
cern.” It is these things that throw cold water upon mining, and these people who dis- 
gust persons inclined to come forward to support honest speculation ; and thus it is that 
when a concern is started presenting every feature of success, the hard work it has to 
contend with, and the difficulty in disabusing people’s minds that it is not a deceit and 
a snare is so great, it is a question whether it can be carried through, and perhaps what 
would have turned out a good speculation is aband 1, because a few unprincipled ras- 
cals have thrown discredit on British mining as a means of legitimate investment.

SOUTH FRANCES, AND WEST BASSET. 


Srr,—My attention has been called to two letters from Mr. J. Y. Watson, and one 
from “ Lex,” which appeared In the three last Journals. As a West Basset shareholder, 
lam particularly interested in its weliare, and do not like to see it unjustly treated. 
It would be only a waste of words to prove that every one of Mr. J. Y. Watson’s state- 
ments were “ singularly incorrect,” inasmuch as “ Lex” has already refuted them seria- 
tim, by extracts from the documents relating thereto, with two exceptions, which are 
patent to everyone who has heard of the actions “ Reynolds v. Buckley,” and “ Lyle v. 
Richards ”—that West Basset lost the verdict in the first action, and gained it in the 
second. If Mr. J. Y. Watson, after visiting the West Basset office, and obtalning in- 
formation therefrom, as recommended by “ Lex,” still persists in his “ singularly In- 
correct ” statements, I can only pity his obstinacy. I go farther than “ Lex,” and say 
that Mr. J. Y. Watson has no right to depreciate West asset Mine by misrepresenting 
its legal position in the unfortunate dispute with its neighbour, South Frances. I can-

I as- 
sure Mr. Watson that the Chairman of West Basset could not have shown him any

The CHarRMan enquired if any shareholder wished for further information with re- 
gard to the accounts just read ? 

Mr. Peter WarTson presumed that the bill he held in his hand, and which he observed 
was charged in the accounts, referred to the purchase of the second-hand waterwheel.

Oct. 7.—In presenting you with my report of the mine on the present occasion, I deem 
it necessary to be somewhat more minute and particular than usual. The reason for 
this may be found in the numerous hostile reports which have been furnished from time 
to time, during the past three months, by inspecting agents. I shall enter into a de- 
scription of the state and prospects of the mine, uninfluenced by anything that has been 
written by theiu in regard to it, and offer a few explanatory remarks on those parts of 
the mine wh'ch appear important to me, but have been lightly regarded by them.

His friend opposite (Mr. Edward Cooke) and himself, aa it was doubtless well- 
known, had taken a considerable degree of trouble in advancing the welfare of this mine, 
and it afforded him peculiar gratification to see that so many sharehold m diff t 
parts of the kingdom had come to the mine to examine for themselves as to its position 
and prospects--to see, in fact, whether they really did possess an actual! property or a 
myth. (Hear, hear.) The large number of shareholders present was, to his mind, an 
evidence that mine adventurers were beginning to look much more closely after their 
property than in former years. (Hear, hear.) If these meetings were generally better 
attended it would be a very good thing for mining in general. With reference to this 
mine in particular, a great deal had been said for and against it, more especially during 
the past three or four months, So great had been the excitement that there had been 
something like 200 inspections of the mine during the past quarter; such a thing, he 
believed, had never before happened in connection with one mine. Some had given very 
good indeed, there had been as many good as bad, if not more, but it was pretty 
well known that some of the bad reports were written for interested motives. It was 
not for him, however, to dilate upon the question whether such was or was not the case, 
but he had his own opinion upon that subject.

From the good lode gone down in the level 
over a favourable improvement here may shortly be expected. The 50 east has been 
suspended for some time past until a communication was effected with the air-shaft ;

Mr. LaMpent, his oldest acquaintance in the room, and original associate in the work- 
ing of Marke Valley Mine, seconded the proposition, and corroborated all that the Chair- 
man had stated. The proposition was carried by acclamation. 

Capt. SeccoBe replied, that he had been mainly assisted by the Chairman, Mr. Lam- 
bert, Mr. Squarey, and others, that he had only done his duty, and was very proud of 
the results.—Mr. BaTrers proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairmar., which termi- 
nated the proceedings.

To 
beg is an ungrateful task ; money, however, is not much wanted; give 
that to the poor, but reserve your pity, and give, O! give, that to the un- 
protected Copper Smelter. ‘These unfortunate tradespeople are so badly 
off, that is is questionable whether they will ever be able to recover their 
fermer position in this life. ‘The means they have at their disposal are of 
such scanty description as to be literally next to nothing. Their down- 
fall may be traced to the ruinous effects of Free Trade—that abominable 
curse of the land, and the shame of an enlightened generation. In ages 
ast, the good old times when unity prevailed and competition was un- 
nown, a living could be got ; but now that times have altered, and Na- 
ture’s demand increases, it is quite impossible. That base revolutionary 
spirit which pervades the earth seems destined to annoy and finally over- 
throw these poor benighted creatures. They are not equal to the emer- 
mcy. The world travels too fast for their nerves. Like all old ladies, 
they wish to ride in coaches as of yore; the road, too, must be clear; for 
even though it be but a poor honest labouring man that starts up, they 
are frightened into fits. Alas! alas! a pack of used npold women, who 
monopolise the highway. Yet, let not our appeal be made in vain. Pity 
them. For heaven’s sake bestow your pity, and manifest some generosity 
Buyers, if but eleven-pence be asked give a shilling; and brokers do not 
be mean, should the poor beggars wish to screw you down to half per 
cent., concede ungrudgingly,—yea, do more, raise a subscription amongst 
yourselves, and present them with a testimonial. 

Business during the week has been quiet. Burra Burra sold at 1007. 10s.; 
orders for manufactured copper and yellow metal sheet are much wanted. 

Irox.—In railway bars the demand is, perhaps, rather less of late, and 
prices are a shade easier ; now quoted at the works 5/. 15s. Merchant 
bars remain very firm at the advanced rates of 57. 15s. at the works, and 
61. 5s. to 62. 10s., f.0.b.in London. Staffordshire makers are firm at quoted 
rates, and, generally speaking; tolerably well supplied with orders. Swed- 
ish bars are in good ordinary request ; the supply is somewhat limited. 
Indian specifications are worth 11/7. 10s. ; fine sizes continue in especial 
demand.

New York, Szpr. 26.—We have to report a much better feeling in 
ess.

The additional rise in gold and exchange, 
which has occurred during the last few days, will, no doubt, give anotherimpetus. The 
advance of demand notes (which so far have been used in lieu of gold for the payment 
of duties) from 8 to 16 per cent. premium, is equivalent to a higher rate of duty on 
all imported goods. We quote goid 2014 per cent. premium, and exchange on London 
132 per cent., with every probability of still higher rates. 

Tis remained nominally at 33 cents, without more than a retail business. Yesterday 
2000 slabs were taken at this price on speculation, and 34 cents is now asked. The 
different invoices of Banca just arriving from the auction are for the present subject 
to a duty of 25 per cent.,and are put into bond. The 10 per cent. differential duty 
is paid under protest, and it is supposed that the Dutch Government will claim that 
it is not to be charged on the prodacts of their East India possessions when imported 
from Holland. The sales of Banca are 300 slabs at 351% cents, and 36 cents is asked. 
English is to be quoted 31% cents, with a small demand. The importations for the 
month are 4800 slabs Banca, 5400 slabs Straits (4700 direct from the East Indies), and 
500 ingots English.

It is but fair to the accused to announce at this point 
that the allegation not only was not sustained, but signally failed; and it 
is doing equal justice to Mr. Tustin to say that his zeal so far outstripped 
his discretion that he knocked, as ArBuTANor describes, his head against 
4 post, and bore from the Guildhall some very damaging evidences of the 
concussion; in fact, he was made a martyr to his own astuteness. But 
with neither one nor the other of the individuals concerned have we the 
slightest sympathy. Arcades ambo: it is a pity to see them separated, 
and, for the credit of mining, we hope they will be reconciled and reunited, 
lest being parted they would severally diffuse the mischievous system upon 
which the North Carrock transactions have been carried on. What we 
aim at in referring to this affair is not to say anything severe and repre- 
hensive of those persons, but to disabuse the public mind of the erroneous 
impression that their company is even within the shade of a shadow typical 
of the general class of mine associations.

Most assuredly those of the speculative public who heedlessly 
purchase shares in concerns of an equivocal character, The error admits 
of no plea of excuse, for our advertising columns can at any moment afford 
the names and offices of respectable sharedealers and brokers, who never 
swerve from being responsible for the advice they give, and who will not 
compromise their character, or sully their fair fame, by recommending the 
scrip of mythical companies. Our unceasing care has been to guard the 
public from those bubble associations which every now and then appear on 
the surface of our mining share market. Our warnings have certainly not 
been in vain, and we shall never hesitate to renew them. The constitu- 
tion of companies can, when legitimate, be very easily enquired into. 
Courting investigation, the secretaries and directors of fairly-formed asso- 
ciations will afford every possible facility to those who, willing to invest, de- 
sire the requisite knowledge which prudence suggests and reason ratifies, be- 
fore an outlay of capital be decided on.

REPORT ON CORNWALL AND DEVONSHIRE. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN TRURO.] 


Ocr. 9.—We are told by those versed in the matter that mining specu- 
lation is dull at present, and in a certain sense this is undoubtedly true, 
notwithstanding the large amount of business transacted. In fact, specu- 
lation seems, to a great extent, to be transferred from mines to shares; 
and as share jobbing can only be carried on in concerns which are largely 
dealt in in the market, it is necessarily confined to a few mines. Thus we 
see the attention of the speculating public, each following the counsels of 
his favourite broker, concentrated on a few market concerns, whose prices 
are tossed about according to the chances of broker-warfare, and with little 
reference to any intrinsic value in the mines themselves. Within the pre- 
sent year, and at the present moment, several mines have been, and are, 
— at prices enormously above their real value, while others are selling 
equally below their value, For brokers—or rather broker-jobbers, for in 
the Mining Market they invariably combine both—this is a monstrously 
profitable state of things: so much so that mining sharebrokers in London 
are multiplying with extraordinary rapidity, If the results of this system 
of inordinate share jobbing were confined to the brokers and their clients, 
I would very willingly, for my part, leave them to themselves; for of any 
class of men I ever came across I know of none less deserving of sympathy 
in their losses than the ordinary run of mine share speculators. But it does 
notend here; on the contrary, with the progress it is making at present it 
threatens seriously to demoralise the Cornish mine agents, and to impede 
the progress and improvement of mining engineering in that county. 
For mining in West Cornwall to hold its own, with the increasing depth 
and consequent cost of the mines, every energy of the managers and agents 
should be concentrated in devising improvements in machinery and modes 
of working; and this is quite incompatible with attention to share jobbing 
and the absorbing anxiety of time bargains, With the leading managers 
in the county, and with the agents in the more respectable mines in the 
old districts, share-jobbing is, of course, unknown; but with certein ma- 
nagers and agents, and particularly in the newer districts, it is, I am sorry 
to say, otherwise; and it is no uncommon thing to find agents regularly 
buying and selling ‘ for the account.” Nothing but evil can come of this, 
and the sooner the system is checked by a strong expression of opinion as 
to its impropriety, the better it will be for the progress of Cornish mining: 
it those who are already inoculated with the virus of the time-bargain spirit 
are beyond recovery, such an expression of opinion may yet save many 
younger men, who will otherwise be led into it by the force of example. 

Among mines which have been long neglected, but which have recently 
come more into favour, are those situated to the north-east of Camborne, 
on the borders of Illogan and Camborne parishes—North Crofty, North 
Roskear, and Wheal Seton. All of these have been rich mines in their 
time, and for a long time have shown prospects of becoming again pro- 
fitable; they were neglected, however, by general speculators, and some 
were selling recently for scarcely the value of the machinery. They are 
all substantial concerns, and well worthy of the attention they now receive. 

Norra Crorry Mrnz, in the parish of Illogan, lies about one-third of 
a mile to the north of the Carn Brea granite range and of Cook’s Kitchen 
and Tincroft setts, with which it is parallel. The ground was originally 
worked as ‘T'revenson Mine, after which it was amalgamated with Long 
Close and Dudnance Mines, to the south, and worked as East Crofty. A 
few years ago the ground was again divided into North Crofty and South 
Crofty—the former lying to the north of the turnpike-road, comprising 
the old Trevenson ground, and the latter lying to the south of the road, 
adjoining Tincroft and Cook’s Kitchen, including the Long Close and 
Dudnance ground. The most important lode in the sett is Reeve’s lode, 
a great caunter, bearing 25° north of west, and underlying north from 
18 in. to 2 feet per fathom. The other lodes worth mentioning are the 
Trevenson or engine lode, bearing 2° north of west, and underlying north 
24 feet per fathom; and the Cherry Garden lode, bearing a little south of 
west, and underlying south. The Trevenson lode falls into Reeve’s lode 
going east; and the Trevenson and Cherry Garden lodes are one above 
the 10 fm. level, where they diverge in opposite underlies. 

There are six principal shafts in the mine, which, taken from east to 
west, are as follows:—Rule’s down to the 140, Doctor’s down to the 130, 
Praed’s down to the 150, Richards’s down to. the 140, the engine-shaft 
down below the 170, and Petherick’s shaft below the 150. In the eastern 
part of the mine, which was originally worked as Pool Mine—that is, east 
of Rale’s shaft—Reeve’s lode made considerable deposits of copper above 
the 43. Between Rule’s and Doctor’s the ore made to the 70, between 
Doctor’s and Praed’s it made to the 80, and westward of Praed’s the lode 
is productive tothe 100, andeven deeper. This dip of the ore is accounted 
for by the junction of the lode with an elvan course, bearing 12° south of 
west, and underlying north 6 ft. in a fathom. This elvan, which is also 
met with in North Roskear Mine, to the west, consequently intersects 
Reeve’s lode at an angle of 37°, and overtakes it in the underlie. The 
point ofintersection between the lode and elvan atsurface is in the extreme 
eastern part of the workings about Pool village: but coming west this 
deepens rapidly, passing through Rale’s shaft about the 43, and falling 
into the 60 about 15 fms. west of Doctor’s, but not being seen at the en- 
gine-shaft until about the 150. The copper ore deposits of Reeve’s lode 
evidently made above this elvan, and consequently dipped with it. 

The Trevenson, or engine, lode makes an angle of 23° with Reeve’s lode, 
and overtakes it in the underlie. The engine-shaft and Praed’s shaft are 
sunk from surface on this lode, but the latter comes into Reeve’s lode about 
the 170, although the engine-shaft does not come into it until a little above 
the 170. Cherry Garden lode has made considerable returns, both above 
and below the elvan, which intersects it much shallower than the northern 
lodes, but principally below it. 

Compared with the great lodes of the district, Reeve’s lode, bearing, as 
it does, so much to the north of west, from Pool village to the centre of 
Wheal Seton sett, is a strong caunter, yet it is a lode of great strength, and 
through its run has been very productive. In the eastern part of North 
Crofty it made a magnificent deposit of copper at the old Pool Mine, 
under the village of that name; and westward it was also extremely pro- 


ductive at Wheal Crofty, now in North Roskear sett. East of Rale’s 


shaft, the back of Reeve’s lode is in South Crofty sett, but as it underlies 
north the deeper parts are in North Crofty sett. Under theelvan Reeve’s 
lode then became poor for copper, so much so that, although the mine was 
snnk by the old party to below the 170, the two bottom levels were aban- 
doned, and the water let in to the 150, about 14 years ago. It is onl 
within the last three or four months that this water has been forked, 
and the 170 ends commenced driving; but within this short period very 
important improvements have been met with, which seem to show that 
there is every probability of North Crofty becoming, like its southern 
neighbours, a productive tin mine in depth under the rich deposits of 
copper. The tin ground about the engine-shaft may be called the western 
tin ground, and appears to continue in the dip of the rich deposits of 
copper. Besides this western tin ground, there is also an eastern run of 
tin ground about Rule’s and Doctor’s shaft, where the mine is down 
to the 150. About Rule’s shaft there is a ran of slidy ground, east ot which 
the lode has not been traced, and up to which this eastern run of tin ground 
seems to make. In this part of the mine a winze is sinking below the 150, 
which will ultimately communicate with the 170 east, coming from the 
engine-shaft, but from which, in the meantime, a 160 intermediate level 
can be driven back under the run of eastern tin ground gone down in the 
150 fathom level. 

Thus there seem to be two distinct shoots of tin ground opening out in 
North Crofty; the western shoot, in the 170, to the west of the engine- 
shaft, which ap) to make in the same run as the rich bunches of copper 
upwards; and the eastern shoot, about Doctor’s and Rule’s shafts, where a 

roductive lode is opening out in new ground. In this part of the mine the 
lode has never been - — the 100, east of the ns — = ~ 
to pieces; consequently, a discovery east of the slide wou seg ularly 
important, as it would open ms piece of high ground.

Capt. Vivian has for many years 
eld the management of North Roskear, but it is only more recently that 
North Crofty came under his direction, when the late East Crofty adven- 
turers determined to abandon the mine. As the abandonment of North 
would have thrown its water on North Roskear, Capt. Vivian and his 
friends, believing that in time the mine would answer, determined to take 
up the sett at the value of the materials. Since then he has had a long up- 
hill work, but he has boldly, yet cautiously, worked on, and has now the 
i rs drawing to a successful issue. Too much 

credit cannot be given to the judgment and enterprise shown by Captain 





Vivian in rescuing this mine from abandonment, for if it had stopped the 
result would, probably, have been the ultimate stoppage of North Roskear, 
which, in its turn, would certainly have involved the embarrassment, and 
not improbably the abandonment, of other concerns, In a district like this 
the mines are all linked together, and whatever contributes to the success 
of the one aids the others. It is remarkable that in East Crofty the most 
influential shareholders were also those most largely interested as lords; 
not merely in that mine, but in meer property; yet they abandoned 
the one and jeopardised the other, under the influence of advice which the 
result has proved to have been unsound. Under the circumstances that 
the present working was commenced, it is natural to suppose that its finan- 
cial position was not the strongest, and that it was necessary to move cau- 
tiously; so that many things which, strictly cpeaking, ought to have been 
done before have only been lately accomplished. It was thus with the 
drainage of the bottoms, which has only been recently effected, with such 
a successful result. The other agents at North Crofty are Capt. William 
Thomas, who is also agent at North Reskear, and Capt. George Bennetts, 
who is also agent at West Condurrow. Mr. Almond E, Paull, of Cain- 
borne, is the purser. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Ocr. 6.—The Coal Trade still continues somewhat sluggish, some fa- 
voured collieries are fully employed, but many others are only partially so. 
The steam coal collieries in Northumberland have many of them been dull 
lately; but it must be remembered that the coal produced at those collieries 
is enormous. The quantity put out by one pit is continually increasing, 
so that to keep pace with this increased production the exports must be 
largely increased. At the last new winning at Seaton Delaval, where tho 
largest winding-engine ever erected for the purpose of drawing coals is to 
be found, capable of lifting about 1500 tons per day, the quantity worked 
has reached about 500 tons per day, and the workings are being extended 
on the most gigantic scale, no less than 16 pairs of exploring and winning 
headways and bords being in progress. When the works are fully developed 
this large engine will be fully employed, and the largest — ever 
worked by one shaft will be raised. ‘The exports for the last month from 
the north-eastern ports will, we believe, prove to be more satisfactory than 
the late months have shown, but we have not as yet received “ Brown’s 
Export List.” The exports from Sunderland have, however, we learn, been 
very large, much larger than in any former month; the exports from this 
place having reached in Sept. 127,484 tons against 91,137 tons in Sept. last 

ear, and in Sept., 1860, 85,564 tons were exported; these figures show- 
ing an increase in the trade of Jast month over the corresponding month in 
last year of 36,711 tons of coal, and for the past five months the exports 
amounted to 586,501 tons, in 1712 vessels. The following goods were 
exported from the Tyne last week: —43,852 tons of coals, 3500 tons coke, 
8497 ewts. iron, and 5593 tons alkali. Much agreeable excitement has 
been shown in Newcastle during the last two days, caused by the visit of 
the great financier, Mr. Gladstone. At the dinner in the Town Hall, on 
Tuesday, about 600 gentlemen attended, forming such a gathering as has 
seldom taken place in the North, and yesterday he passed down the river, 
attended by the municipal and other bodies connected with the Tyne, when 
he was highly gratified by the sight of the crowded harbour, and the pro- 
gress lately made in the formation of docks, piers, and other improvements 
lately effected, and in progress, on {the Tyne. In our next we hope to 
give some account of the state and p of the Iron Trade in the North. 

The bodies of the men lost in the Monkwearmouth shaft have now all 
been recovered, and the coroner’s inquest was held on Saturday. Mr. 
Smith, the viewer, was examined, and put in plans and models of the shaft, 
scaffold, and cradle. He attributed the accident to the failure of the stone 
on the shaft side, the supports of the scaffold being cut into this stone on each side. This 
failure he attributes to the occurrence of a slip or fault in the stone beyond the end of 
the scaffold, which went down in a slanting direction, and terminated at a point 8 feet 
below the scaffold, When the scaffold gave way the stone and ashes would act like the 
plunger of a pump, a vacuum or exhaustion of air would be caused between the top of 
the debris and the cradle, which exhaustion would increase with the velocity of the 
fall. The pressure of air before the accident would be 17 lbs. to the square inch on the 
cradle and beneath it; this being the density of the air at a depth of 100 fms. from the 
surface. The rush of air to fill up the space would come from the top ; and, assuming 
10 lbs. per square inch as the pressure og ogg 4 the falling rubbish, this givesa weight 
of 85 tons suddenly thrown upon the cradle, He had no doubt that the pressure would 
reach 17 }bs. per square inch, The chains, made to bear 51 tons only, would naturally 
break. He accounted for two chains only breaking by supposing that the greatest 
weight would be on one sideof thecradle. Mr. Easton was examined, and gave similar 
evidence to Mr. Smith. The chains were made by Mr. Abbott, of Gateshead, and were 
tested and of good workmanship. Jos. Lamb was examined. He was one of thoseem- 
ployed on the cradle, and was at bank when the accident occurred fora stone. His evi- 
dence corroborated that of the previous witnesses. Mr. Blake, a chainmaker, was ex- 
amined, He consiJered the chains were of good workmanship, and the quality of the 
iron very good. He thought the strain must have been unequal on the chains, or the 
rope would have broke first. After the conclusion of the evidence the jury returned a 
a verdict of “ Accidental Death.” 7 . 

This remarkable case has attracted much attention. The falling of the 
scaffold (taking the theory advanced to be correct), bringing a force into 

lay which resulted in the death of five men. So far as we are aware, no 
ife was ever lost ina similar manner. Numbers have been killed by con- 
cussions and furnace air currents, caused by explosions of gas, h er, and the move- 
ment of the scaffold and the debris above it would be extremely rapid—perhaps equal 
to the movement of explosive gas; so that the occurrence ought to at as a warning to 
all engaged in shaft repairs. The wonderful elasticity of atmospheric air when con- 
fined in narrow channels, such as shafts, drifts, levels, &c., ought always to be duly 
taken into consideration. And too much attention cannot be paid to the absolute secu- 
rity of scaffolds intended to bear heavy weights, &c. y 

‘A general meeting of the members of the North of England Institute of 
Mining Engineers was held on Saturday, at the rooms of the Institute, 
Neville Hall, Newcastle; the President (Mr. Nicholas Wood) in the chair. 
There was no paper read, but a discussion of some length, and considerable interest, on 
Mr. G. B, Forster’s paper, “On the late Accident at Hartley,” took place. With the 
details of the sad event the public are already too well aware. On the subject of the 
recent enactment as to double shafts, the meeting seemed to be unanimous in opinion 
that every colliery ought either to have more than one shaft, or, in lieu of a second, 
some other means of ingress and egress. Some strong opinions were also expressed as 
to the propriety of securely walling all shafts, without which a proper amount of secu- 
rity cannot be attained. On the topic of engine-beams there was a good deal of conver- 
sation, and it seemed to be the opinion of Mr. Lionel Brough, Inspector of Coal Mines 
(who was present), and others, that engine-beams constructed of malleable iron would 
be preferable to any cast-iron beams. The President said he thought the subject of the 
construction of engine-beams was deserving of a more material consideration, and he 
hoped some member would favour the society with a paper on that particular topic, 
which would give them an opportunity of materially considering the entire question. 
The President having left the chair, Mr. English was called to it, when a motion was 
made and carried to confirm the recommenation of the council, as to the investment of 
the legacy of 2000/., bequeathed to theinstitute by the late Mr. Robert Stephenson, after 
which the meeting separated. 











REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 
Ocr. 9.—The quarterly meetings of ironmasters and other persons con- 
nected with the production or sale of iron, or the materials which consti- 
tute it, have been held—at Wolverhampton yesterday, and at Birming- 
ham to-day. Both meetings have been characterised by the more confi- 
dent tone which has been observable and has been reported during the last 
two months. ‘The attendance at Wolverhampton was not very large, but 
there was a decided disposition to give out orders, and the accounts were 
in almost every case of a favourable character. At to-day’s meeting the 
attendance was larger, and more of the merchants and others from a dis- 
tance were present, and the meeting was decidedly firm. The demand 
still rans mainly in plates, sheets, and angle and other bars of complex 
section, for bridges, roofs, and various other kinds of construction in iron. 
For merchant bars the demand still remains rather dull, although it is 
better than it was. The opinion to-day was strongly in favour of the 
belief that the trade will be good for the rest of the year, and orders were 
given out to a satisfactory extent. Pig-Iron had been largely sold for 
this quarter before the quarterly meetings, but to-day several sales took 
place at full rates, and in some cases at an advance on the prices paid a 
month or fortnight ago. There appears a general anticipation that the 
improved demand must lead, if it continue, ay a number of blast-furnaces 

being shortly put into operation in this distri 

The Mill elds boiler explosion will long be remembered as one of the 
most dreadful accidents of that nature ever known. The committee, at 
the head of which is the Rev. C. W. Richards, incumbent ot the neigh- 
bouring parish of Ettingshall, who has collected subscriptions for the sur- 
viving sufferers by the explosion, has obtained the handsome sum of 
236387.

Speak- 
ing of a boiler heated by the puddling-furnaces, which was the one chiefly complaine1 
of, Mr. Claridge said it was capable of bearing a pressure of 200 lbs. to the square inch, 
whilst it was not worked at more than 20 lbs. Mr. Gettings, an ironfounder and engi- 
neer, of still larger experience, gave similar evidence ; and Mr. Rose, the proprietor of 
the works, said each boiler was provided with a water-gauge cock,a blow-cock, and a 
water-buoy. The two previous witnesses expressed themselves unfavourably in refer- 
ence to the use of whistles to boilers, on the ground that they were liable to get out of 
order, and were often relied on, when, in fact, they were utterly untrustworthy. The 
result was that Mr. Partridge, the stipendiary magistrate, and Mr. J. M. Bagnall! de- 
cided that the men must return to their work, but that they should not inflict any 
penalty. It was suggested to Mr. Rose that each boiler should be provided with a glass 
tube, to show the height of the water, and Mr. Rose promised to act on the suggestion, 
though he said he thought few ironmasters did so. In cases of this nature it would 
appear very desirable to secure the inspection of the officer of a boiler insurance company. 

At the inquest in reference to the deaths of the three men who lost their | 
lives recently in Clanway Colliery, near Tunstall, witnesses stated clearly 
that the morning before the accident W. Wood, the butty, and one of the 
men who lost their lives, went down the shaft for some distance with another man, but 
finding that the candles went out they caused theskip to bedrawnup again. Theagent 
of the colliery was told of the state of the shaft, and he very properly said that no one 
was to go down further than the candles would remain lighted. In the morning, how- 
ever, Wood, and a man named John Jones, went down, even after Wood had been told | 
by the butty of another pit that there was noair going into the shaft which hesorashly 
descended ; they became insensible, and three other men going down to endeavour to save | 
them had to be drawn up, one fell as he was ascending, and thus added another to the | 
victims by the accident. It is a painful case of rushing into danger. 

A case involving a point of some general interest was heard at the County Court, Wol- | 
verhampton, a few days ago. The manufacturer of a boiler composition had, without 
receiving any order, sent a cask to a person who had formerly purchased some from him. 
As the cask and invoice were not returned, the sender demanded payment, which the 
receiver refused. ‘The former sucd for the amount in the County Court, contending that 
the fact of the cask and invoice not being returned constituted an acceptance of the goods. 
The Judge, Mr. A. Maclean Skinner, Q.C., pronounced such a doctrine absurd, and gave 
judgment for the defendant, with costs. , co : 

The North Staffordshire Coal and Ironmasters’ Association held their 
usual quarterly meeting at Stoke-upon-Trent, last week—Mr. Wragge in 
thechair. The position and prospects of the trade were discussed at length. 
It was the general opinion (says the Staffordshire Advertiser) that, as compared with 
other iron districts, North Staffordshire had secured its full proportion of orders for pig 
and finished iron during the quarter just closed, and held its position in the market well. 
For plates and angle iron there had been a good demand, though general sizes of mer- 
ehant bars had been less active. As regards the present condition of the trade, it was 
stated as a good symptom that the orders for iron ran less upon particular descriptions, 
and showed more of a steady and healthy demand for all kinds in something like fair 

portions, The works are pretty well employed, and hopes were expressed that dur- 
= the current quarter they might be kept nearly in fall work. It was mentioned that 
one firm in the district were about to enlarge their works, and that one or two others 
contemplate the erection each of an additional rolling mill, in hopes of an improved trade 
being not very far distant. The makers of pig-iron are well sold, and are not anxious 
for orders. Of 35 biast-furnaces in the district, 23 are in blast at the present time. 
The get of ironstone bas been very much reduced, notwithstanding which there is nota 
very good demand, and prices continue depressed. The coal trade has been very dull 
through the summer, and up to the present time many collieries cannot work full time 
for want of a sufficient demand. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Ocr.8.—The Iron Trade continues to manifest unmistakeable signs of re- 
turning confidence, and the aspect of every ironwork in this district proves 
this to a greater or lesser extent. ‘The orders on the books, and the dis- 
position on the part of buyers to speculate, indicate that still higher prices 
are likely to be realised within a short date, and the iroumasters acting 
upon this opinion are not disposed to enter upon long contracts. Railway 
iron commands the best enquiry, and those works that produce rails are 
wellemployed. Bars and sheets are also in good request, but the peculiar 
specifications that are in the market for both these descriptions of iron 
render their execution more than usually difficult. As yet, no additional 
furnaces have been lighted, but when quotations reach such a point as 
will ensure that the improvement in the trade is substantial and lasting, 
then more furnaces will soon be in blast. Rumours have been afloat that 
the Pontnewynydd, Treforest, and Hirwain Works, which have been at a 
stand still for several years, are again about to be started, but it seems there 
is no foundation for the reports. The expected sale of the Aberaman 
Works has not taken place, and it is pretty clear that Mr. Bailey will con- 
tinue to be the proprietor, at least for some time tocome. _ ; 

The Coal Trade remains in about the same state as mentioned in last 
week’s report.. ‘The demand for house and gas coal is good, as might be 
expected at this time of the year, and quotations are firm, with an up- 
ward tendency. ‘The increased vitality in the iron trade has also affected 
manufacturing qualities, and steam coals are in fair request. All the collieries are not, 
perhaps, so actively employed as might be wished, and as has been the case in previous 
years ; but, taking the condition of the country generally into consideration, it appears 
quite clear that the South Wales district has suffered less in its industry than any other 
district in the kingdom. A cargo of iron ore has this week been imported from Cher- 
bourg to Newport, by the Mary Ann, of Lianelly. The ore, it appears, is found within 
a few miles of Cherbourg, at a depth of about two or three feet from the surface. It is 
reported to possess a high percentage of iron, and if that should prove correct, no doubt 
a large quantity of it will be brought over. This was the first cargo imported to New- 
port, and it was consigned to Messrs. J. Moses and Son. 

The trade of the South Wales ports for the month of September shows a decided in- 
crease as compared with the corresponding month of last year. The Newport docks and 
river are now crowded with vessels, and the port presents quite an active aspect. Large 
importations of timber continue to take place, and Newport is gradually progressing as 
regards its import and export trade. Cardiff exported for the last month 136,269 tons 
of coal, and 17,099 tons of iron, which makes the total for the nine months 1,007,793 tons 
of coal, and 146,187 tons of iron, against 830,905 tons of coal and 108,686 tons of fron in 
the corresponding period of last year. This shows a gratifying and substantial increase, 
and there is every prospect that the same will continue. Briton Ferry, Swanses, and 
Lianelly have also shared in the general improvement, and the shipments are consider- 

larger than last year. 

“The teamic returns of the local railways afford convincing proof of the improvement 
fn trade. The following are the latest weekly returns :—Llaneliy Railway and Dock, 
6371. 18s. 6d., against 4957, 1s. 11d. in the corresponding week ; Great Western (includ- 
ing South Wales and West Midland), 64,000/., against 57,9901. in the corresponding 
week ; Vale of Neath, 2,0287. 4s, 3d., against 1809/, 7s. 1d. in the corresponding week ; 
Rhymney, 8571. 7s. 44., against 754/. 18s. 9d. in the corresponding week. It is ex- 
pected that several new railway sch will be p ted in the next session of Par- 
lament, which will materially assist in developing the minerals of the district.

THE AMERICAN DEPARTMENT, 
THIRD NOTICE, 


We cannot conclude our comments upon the United States department 
without a passing reference to those marvellous springs of petroleum, of 
which our readers have heard so much, and from similar springs of which, 
in Canada, so much benefit is looked forward to, more especially as Mr. 
J. E. Holmes has furnished us with a very interesting account of it in al- 

uding to the oils exhibited by the Crystat Carson Or Company, of 
Meadville, Pennsylvania; and by Mr. F. 8S. Pease, of Buffalo, New York. 
Mr. Holmes remarks that the similarity of the products from coal when distilled to that 
of petroleum points distinctively to a common origin, and he has no hesitation in attribut- 
ing the large deposits of petroleum in the earth, in districts in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Vir- 
ginia, and Canada, to condensed vapours once distilled from the anthracite and bituminous 
coal beds of Pennsylvania and other sections of the United States. Those at all familiar 
with the manufacture of gas, or the distillation of oil from coal, will easily understand 


} the process by which this may have been accomplished. The theory is this—First, all 


our coal beds, when first deposited, were similar in their composition to the Cannel coals 
now used successfully in the production of coal oils ; second,at some period in the earth’s 
history, efter these deposits were formed, the earth has been heated to such a degree as 
to vapourise all the volatile properties of the coals known as anthracite, and the lighter 
portions in greater or less degree from coals termed bituminous; and, third, that the 
vapours so eliminated and driven off by heat into the atmosphere, were moved about by 
the atmosphere, till, becoming so far cooled as to condense and fall in mist or rain to the 
earth, and in the absence of water (which could not exist in its liquid state at the tem- 
perature necessary to vapourise the oil) would be absorbed by and sink into the earth; 
and that these deposits were irregular, the heavy oil being condensed at a much higher 
temperature than the light oils, His theory, then, supposes that by the action of water 
in floods and storms the earth has been washed over these beds or deposits of oil, where 
it has remained for ages, except the gradual wasting from evaporation and the oozing 
from the earth through being displaced by water. The proofs of this theory are gathered, 
first, from general admission of geologists that our coals are of vegetable origin, and the 
fact that the vegetable indications found in coal beds are nearly the same, whether in 
anthracite, bituminous, or Cannel coal, and if the original composition was the same, it 
is safe to assume that the products from distillation should be the same; and as the cha- 
racter of petroleum, found in various places and in various degrees of density, corresponds 
identically with various products obtained from different coals of different degrees of 
density, and as there is no corresponding chemical product or compound like petroleum 
and coal oi! (except from the distillation of vegetable matter), he deems the identity 
proved, He can so refine petroleum and oil from coal, that no chemist or chemical test 
can tell which {s petroleum or which from coal, while no chemist can produce a com- 
pound (in which one or the other is not incorporated) that cannot be distinguished from 
them. Assuming the identity proved, he states in support of the theory of deposits that 
good Cannel coal produces all the varieties of odour, colour, benzine, burning oil, lubri- 
cating oil, and paraffin found in the different oil deposits intheearth. Bituminous coals 
produce some of the same varieties, but in less quantity and vastly less of the light ben- 
zine and {liuminating oil; and anthracite has none that can be rendered valuable or 
available for use. Heat, then, in the earth has at some time been so great that the an- 
thracite beds have given off all their volatile matter in the form of vapour, and the bi- 
tuminous beds have given off the lighter and more volatile portions, while the best Can- 
nel coals have been but little affected by heat, and retain in a large degree the elements 
that have so lately become the hope of millions for cheap light. A 

It is known to all persons familiar with the distillation of coal that the heat necessary 
to separate the volatile from the solid portions of the coal varies from 300° to 800°, when 
produced in commercial quantities with economy; and it follows, of course, that under 
such heat all the waters of the portions of the earth sufficiently heated to drive off the 
coal vapours would be held in suspension in the form of steam, and would be so held as 
vapour till, moved by currents, it reached some point below 212°. The vapours of coal 
would be mixed and moved with those of water till the various points of condensation 
would be reached of 700°, 600°, or 400°, &c., as the temp ure 'y to vapourise 
the varying compounds was lost, and then the oil would be deposited nearly according 
to its gravity. Inthis way he accounts for the variation in the quality of the oil from 
various deposits, and is fully satisfied that a fair investigation of all the known facts 
in relation to coal, coal oil, and petroleum will convince chemists, geologists, and scien- 
tifle men that the identity is established, and that they are of the same origin. The 
first to determine by experiment the relative economy of several coal and mineral oils, 
and, as it is termed in America, common burning fluid, which is composed of alcohol and 
turpentine, were Prof. J.C, Booth and Mr. Thos. Garrett, of Philadelphia. They found 
that of four kinds of mineral oils, or refined petroleum, there was but little difference in 
their illuminating power; they found that 2°599 gallons gave a light equal to 1000 cubic 
feet of gas, and it required no less than 11°699 gallons of burning fluid to produce an 
equa! amount of light, thus proving that one gallon of petroleum is equal to four of burn- 
ing fluid for giving light. Various experiments were also made with flames of different 
shape in the petroleum lamp, to determine which form gave the most intense light with 
the least quantity of oil. It was found that a clear, straight cut of the wick gave the 
best results. The most common way of trimming such lamp wicks is with an arched 
cut, to produce a flame shaped likeabow. With a flame from a wick cut straight across, 
2°576 gallons of oil gave a light equal to 1000 cubic feet of gas, while with an arched 
flame 2°846 gallons of oil were required. Very great care must be observed in trimming 
the wicks of oil lamps, so as not to leave them rnggedat the edges. A loss varying from 
4 to 20 per cent. was observed with differently trimmed wicks. Messrs. Booth and 
Garrett say, on this head—* The best method of obtaining the fullest amount of light is 
to trim the wick straight across, and test the shape of the flame until it presents as even 
a top as practicable.” Experiments were also made to determine the relative illumina- 
tive power of gas and paraffin, and spermaceti and adamantine candles. It was found that 
it required 35°53 Ibs. of paraffin candles to produce a light equal to 1000 cubic feet of gas ; 
41°16 lbs. of spermaceti, and 47°18 o0f adamantine. A very great loss of light results from 
permitting beads of smoke to accumulate on the end ofcandle-wicks. In conclusion, Mr. 
Holmes justly remarks, and his remarks apply with equal force to coal oil, that petro- 
leum may be rendered dangerous when, by improper distillation, or the cupidity of the 
manufacturer, the light volatile fluid called benzine is permitted to remain in the oil ; 
otherwise, it is safe. All petroleum lampsshould be filled during day,and the oil should 
be kept in a cool place, 


Setr-Centreine Turn-Tante.—Near the extremity of the eastern 
annexe, and opposite the elegant saloon railway carriage, which forms so 
attractive a feature in that locality, Mr. W. H. Warp, of Auburn, New 
York, exhibits the improved self-centreing turn-table, of which the sub- 


joined is a diagram; and which is certainly one of the most useful contrivances exhi- 
bited in connection with railways and railway plant. It will be at once seen that by 
i 
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this arrangement the wear and tear by friction is reduced to the minimum, whilst the 
supports are so well distributed beneath the entire table that the labour required to turn 
it, even with the heaviest possible weight, is scarcely worth consideration. The table 
has neither rubbing journal, wheel, nor central guiding pivot, and we do not see the 
possibility of its getting out of order, unless by the positive grinding away of the parts, 
which would take years to effect. The bearing consists of a lurge annular groove, 
which takes the form of a segment of a circle, beneath the table, a corresponding an- 
nular groove reversed being provided on the foundation below the table. In the lower 
groove a number of hollow spheres of iron are placed, upon which the platform of the table 
rests, and on which it turns. The whole is now ready for use, the turning being made 
upon the globes with an ease that can scarcely be cgnceived by those accustomed to the 
ordinary form of table. From the simplicity and durability of the new turn-table, it 
becomes a question whether it could not be very extensively introduced in collieries, as 
well as on railways, where a few additional turn-tables might be made to economise both 
space and money, Weunderstand that Messrs. Lloyds, Fosters, and Co., of the Old Park 
Ironwork, have one in use at their works, and no doubt when the invention becomes 
known its adoption will be general. 


InproveD Cork-Currine Macuine.—In a rather unfavourable posi- 
tion in the English tool department, Mr. Epwarp Conroy, of Boston, - 
sachusetts, exhibits a machine for cutting corks, in which the process of 
hand-cutting is more closely assimilated than in any machine which we 
have noticed. The cutter consists of a circular disc of steel, which rotates horizontally 
at a high speed, and the corks to be cut are placed in small grooves, which are provided 
on each side of the knife, at each revoiution of which two corks are removed from the 
grooves by a suitable eccentric motion towards such knife, and a rotary motion being 
given to the cork it is cut with the greatest precision. With such rapidity is the cutting 
effected that no less than 200 gross can be cut in a single day. It is calculated that, as 
compared with hand-cutting, the use of this machine will effect an economy of from 50 
to 75 per cent. 


Woot-Bourrinc Macutne.—In the western annexe, between the Bel- 
gian and Zollverein machinery, behind some ore-separating machinery on 
one side, and a large horizontal-engine on the other, an improved wool- 
burring machine is exhibited, or rather placed, for few are likely to see it, 
by Messrs. GopDARD and Co., of New York. The apparatus for removing the burs is 
so constructed that it can either be connected to a wool carding machine or used alone. 
The machine has been designated the Mestizo Burring Picker, because the woolof that 
class is, perhaps, more burry than any other, and because the machine is one of the best 
to free it, not only from burs, but from foreign matter generally. The mestizo wools of 
Buenos Ayres, the Cape, Australia, California, and elsewhere contain, among others, burs 
about the size of a pea, somewhat flattened at their two opposite sides, and composed of 
spiral coils of a fine wiry woody fibre, like a thread, which runs spirally from centre of 
one side over to the centre of the other side, and encloses clover seeds (this clover being 
the food of the sheep). This coiled thread is thick set, with barbed, horny hooks skirt- 
ing its outer edges, which catch and hold firmly to the fibres of the wool. When this 
coiled thread is unravelled‘and broken, the pieces so adhere with their hooks to the wool 
fibres that it is impossible to separate them, and in that condition they find their way 
into the spinning-room, where they are a cause of constant annoyance and delay, by the 
breakings ; and a series of similar y exist throughout the manufacture, and the 
harsh pieces of burs are visible and felt in the finished goods. All former machines for 
the purpose have either so reduced the stock as to prohibit their use on fine wools, while 
imperfectly cleaning from burs, or, if not injuring the staple, while removing a part of 
the burs, have unravelled the rest, and the unravelling has precluded the use of the 
wool. Besides the disadvantage of these machines, the pickers in general use in woollen

but it was only within the last two years that an interest in the gold mines of Wales 
had been revived, by the discovery of remarkable veins containing large quantities of gold. 

Prof. Sepewick said that Humboldt’s theory was that all gold-bearing veins ran 
north and south, and the veins in question did not appear to deviate far from that di- 
rection; but although that theory had been adopted by Sir Roderick Murchison and 
other authorities, he looked upon it as a rash attempt at generalisation upon insuffictent 
facts. He, however, did not repudiate the opinion expressed by Humboldt ; he only 
said that it involved an open question to which attention might well be directed. Two 
other opinions of Humboldt he also combatted at their Manchester meeting—that gold- 
bearing veins were productive only near the surface, and that gold itself was a very 
modern production of the earth. He believed that gold was an old production, because 
it was found in old rocks, and the fact of large nuggets being obtained near the surface 
could easily be explained by the enormous dilapidation of the auriferous mountains by 
mechanical causes, and the action of water driving down the material into hollows 
and streams. 

A gentleman from Australia said in that colony the gold reefs ran north and south, 
but there were smal! spurs from them running due east and west, which were sometimes 
richer in gold than in the main reefs. He also stated that at Ballarat gold had been 
obtained at a depth of 550 ft., and to the amount of 5 ozs. to a ton of quartz. 

Prof, ANSTED said the veins mentioned by Mr. Readwin ran rather north-east and 
south-west. With regard to the direction of lodes of gold mines generally, he thought 
it followed a good deal the elevation of the country. It was an interesting, important, 
and entirely new fact that gold was now found at a depth of 100 fathoms in rich quan- 
tities, because it had been the prevalent opinion amongst geologists that gold diminished 
in quantity as they went downwards. This discovery would very much extend the 
working of mines.
